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The North Pacific Railway. 

Everything betokons ft thorough 
earnestness on the part of the promoters 
oftbo North Pocifio Railway. Edwin 
T. Johnson, Chief Engineer, baa made 
a long report to the Board of Directors 
of that Company. The report ha8 been 
printed, and a few of its salient points 
mayr.ot provo altogether uninteresting 
to oar readers. It embodies tho rosults 
of Goneral Tilton's observations and sur- 
veys, mado in tho Cascade Range two 
years' ago, as well as those mado by 
General Spaulding of tho Eastern Divi- 
sion in the same year. And hero let oa 
remark npon the happy use to which the 
United States Geuornls, or some- of 
them at least are being devoted. How 
much better for mankind, how much 
more creditable to thomselves, that their 
talents should bo devoted to the explora- 
tion of tbo great heritage entrusted to 
their care, and tho planning and execu- 
tion of those great achievements of en- 
gineering skill and energy so eminently 
calculated to conduce to tho Wflllbeiog 
of millions of the human race, and which 
are destined to place their country on 
the highest pinnacle of national 
greatness— how much better, we say, 
that they should bo thus employed than 
in peeking to extend tho borders and 
enrich the coffers of their country by 
carnage and spoliation. If they have 
not turned their swords into plough- 
• sbears they have at least turned them 
into the engineer's compass which may 
be nt less ben. ficial to humanity. Re- 
turning to the thread of our subject and 
accompanying G neral Tilton Jfethe 
great mountain system, we find bno- 
qualmie Pass to be 4,625 feet abovo tide 
water; Cowlitz Pa-s 4,210 feet., and 
Cady's Pass 5,117 feet. The General 
sums up thus :— "T consider these sur- 
veys have clearly shown that the Cas- 
cade Range o( mountains can he crossed 
at a maxunum grade of, >ay, 10 Feel per 
mile on the western slope.'' "In Wash- 
ington Territory," say* the report, "the 
interests of the Company will bo best 
promoted by an early location of the 
branch lino along the Colombia. This 
will secure t' at vallev from the grasp of 
a rival and powerful company whoso 
efforts to possess it will not cease so 
long as it remains unoccupied." In 
regard to the eastern terminus, it is 
found that the only eligible points at 
tho head ot Lak" Superior are at or 
near tho m^uth of the St, Louis river 
on Superior Buy. Twelve years observ 
vation gives seven months as the mean 
length of time each season when the har- 
bors of Superior is Tree from ice, thus point- 
ing to the necessity for » continuous line 
to the Atlantic sea-board. The value ot 
the land irr«nt Mr Johnson estimates 
at $17,000,000, which will, however, 
be greatly 'increased by tho completion 
of the road. To the report a lublo of 
distances is appended which pos esses 
much interest. From this table it up* 
pears that the distance from New York 
to Puget Sound by the Northern Paci- 
fic line is 3,040 miles, while the distance 
from New York to San Francisco by 
the Union Pacific lino is 3,412 miles- 
From New. York to Shanghai vin Chi- 
cago and San Pranoisco, the distanco is 
10,423 miles, while the distance be* 
two en the same points via Chicago and 
the North PaOifin line is but 8,856. Dis- 
tances to Japan and Northern China nro 
relatively less by tbo Northern Pacific 
line. Who can possibly doubt that the 
difforonce betwoen 10,423 miles and 8,- 
85G miles imports tho ultimate triumph 
of a more northerly lino of railway as 
the great highway of tho nations ? Tho 
difference is "neatly one-fifth. When 
commercial locomotion shall havo been 
reduced to the Quest point of mileage 
that one-fifth must unquestionably 
deicde tho is.-,ue. But distanco is not 
the only olement of dtlYorenco in favour 
of tho northerly route. Tho line will 
traverse a country much hotter adapted 
forsettlemont, and tbo coal Bupply will ho 
c'oso at hand. In view of all these <aotH 
it is impossible to beliovo that the 
traff* of tho nations will prefer the more 
southerly and circuitous route. But 
what is thero in all this, tho reader 
may ask, that concerns usY Much, 
very much. Tho Northern railway will 
touch the Witors of tho Pacific within 
thrco or four^ours t-teair. of our own 
door. Is it nulling to us that the 
world's highway shall pass under Our 
very noso ? Is it nothing to us that 
within a stone's thr<«v shall spring up a 
centre of population ^nd of commerce 
greater far than San Francisco, or even 
New York 1 It is this much to us : 
Viclo'ia will take advantage of her 
natural position and magnificent hat 
hours, and share in the glory 



Tbe Hudson Bay Company. 

The Btatoment of the Company np to 
3lst May last exhibits upon the whole 
a satisfactory roault. Tbe profits lor 
tho year amounted to £71,533, as com- 
pared with £54,874 in 1806-7, and £89,- 
404 in 18G5-6. The directors look for- 
ward hopofully to the annexation of 
Britinh Columbia to the Dominion of 
Canada and tho opening of a railway 
as the introduction of a period of much 
greater prosperity. The result of the 
arbitration on the company's claims in 
Oregon had not been annonnood. It 
only remained, however, for the com- 
missioners to make tbeir award. The 
report referred to the premises in Fen« 
church-street, which were entered in 
the aocounts as of *.lio value of £18/ 
872, stating that it was notorious that 
if sold they would produoo a much 
larger sum, ai.-d that a claim was ad- 
vanced on tho part of tho company's 
officers abroad that tho premises in 
Feuchurob-street should bo reckoned at 
their truo value, and that the far trade 
should bo credited with the amount of 
tho advnnco in their valuo. Yico-Chan- 
cellor Giffard comfirmed this claim, and 
diro^tod that tho premises should be 
considorcd as annually augmented in 
value from tho first of Juno, I860, until 
renching a maximum valno of £55,000 
in Juno, 1865, and to be continued at 
that amount in tho years 1806 and 1867. 
The final issuo of tho adjustments of 
the accounts between the company and 
itsoflicors wus a credit of £11,618 to 
accounts of the offieers interested or 
their representatives, in respect of two. 
fifths ot tho resulting gain, and of 417," 
425 to the company as their share ol 
tho declared increased valuo, together 
with interest on tho restated capital 
advanced for carrying on the fur trade, 
Tho premises being as yet nn.-old a sepa- 
rate account, "gain on premises in Fen- 
cliurch-street," would bo kept[ of this 
trnnstielion until such time as the pro- 
perty could be sold. With regard to 
tho 2500 unissued shares held by the 
company they hud been rookoiied among 
the asset* at the market prioe of the 
dav on which the accounts were mado 
u —namely, £12 10s. por share, instead 
ol at par, as was prevtouly dona. Look' 
ins to the position nnd prospects of the 
company, tho committee recommended 
a dividend of 8s. per share, which, ad» 
dou to the interim dividond of 6i. per 
share pa'd in January last, would make 
l4s. per share for the year, as against 
12s. in 1867-8, leaving a balance ol 
£30 739, as against £29,206 left in July, 
1868. The balanoo sheet showed that 
£937,288 was invested in tho fur trade 
and the balance of capital as oa the 
1st of June 1863, £1,073,193. The 
capital of the company wai £2,000,000. 



The swamp or "tale'» lan la of 0* - 
fornia are attracting muoh attontion at 
the present moment.

Ono very 
remarkable feature they poss rss is that 
wheat planted in tho ashea left by tho 
burning of tbe vegetation OJ the tule 
lands yields, without any previous plow- 
ing, eighty three and a bet< bushels to 
the acre the first soaBOD. The 66coud 
season, without' any pUnting what* 
ever, they yield fort;-fivo bushols. 
This reminds us of bur own rich 
bottom lands on tho Lower Fraser. 
Below Now Westminster ia no incon- 
siderablo area of thevory richest delta, 
to reclaim which waild involve an ex- 
penditure of probaby not moro than two 
or threo dollars nn aero. Onoo reclaim- 
ed its value woud certainly not fall 
bolow that of the swamp lands of Cali- 
fornia. Surrounled by navigable water, 
with a choice of markets oloso by, it 
would possess elements of value un- 
known to thi inlands of California. 
PusBing beyoid New Westminster, there 
is a sweep o' sixty miles on either side 
of the river rf tho very riohest kind of 
bottom land, requiring no expenditure 
to reclaim it from tho soa, for nature 
hath already reclaimed it. Few persona 
as yet roilizo the groat valuo ol those 
bottom I»nd8.

Tho editor of the Hamilton Spectator, 
having received the appointment ot 
Emigration Commissioner for Ontario, 
has been doing Scotland.

Mainland Items from a Correspondent. 

.Soda Creek, July 27. 

Good paying prospects havo been i'onnd in 
the White Pino and the Felix, and ou Satur- 
day last a prospoot of 5)£ ounces to 14 bucL> 
ets of dirt was struck in the McDowell. 
Ibeae three claims lie at the confluence ol 
Conklin Gulch with French Greek, and poa- 
■itiyely determine a well defined, rich and ex* 
tensivs lsad throughout a distance of 2400 
feet. How much longer no one know?. Tbia 
gtoand, lying as it does witbio oue mile of 
Barkerville and haviog beon walked over by 
thousands and thousands of men, anxious pros- 
pectors at that, shows conclusively that we 
know nothing, ctomparaiively nothing, of the 
riohDosi of Cariboo. Victorians and old 
merohatts parlinularly, will bo plod to learn 
thai, their old customer and Iriend J S Floyd 
fa fortunate enough to own an interest in each 
of the abeve clai ens. 

Thesteimer Victoria, Captain G B Wright, 
intended lor the Soda Creek and Quesnelie 
trade, has made a satisfactory trial trip. 
Her machinery works well aud ia in splendid 
Order. She handles beautifully, a.Qd ia alto- 
gether a better-looking craft than any stern- 
wbeelers below, Her cabins am capaoious, 
her staterooms largo aud well lighted, her 
Sitings up are good, and better adapted to the 
wants of a travelling community than any 
of the eternwbpelers in tl.ii colony. Success 
to the Victoria! Sho is now fairly at work 
and her owoera may well bo proud of her. 

A prospecting party, consisting of Trios. 
Spence, Jno. Mclntyre nud Chap. Morse, 
•tartad from Quesnelle ou Monday last for 
Salmon River, some 400 miles up the Fraaer, 
The Victoria took the party as far ud the 
river as was safe and started them off with 
• God speed. 

News irom the Porka of Quesnelle says that 
on Tuesday July 20th (iho same day on which 
the darkness prevailed on Williams crook) 
a terrific tornado swept over aod along the 
valley ol Quesnelle River. Such was the 
Strength of the wind that trees measuring 18 
inches in diameter were lakeu up by the roots 
and carried long distances. On both sides 
of the river trees were strewed in every di- 
rection. While this was going on the fire 
in the woods raged with tremendous vigour 
and flaming branches wore carried long dis- 
tances. The town of Quesnelle narrowly 
• escaped being burned down, the building 
formerly used as a jail being the only one 
burnt. Garden spots put in by misers are 
completely destroyed ; the root crops, such as 
potatoes, turnips, &c, were burned in the 
ground. Along the river miners only saved 
themselves by lowering- themselves into the 
Water by means of ropes, occasionally coining 
to fche surface lor air. Kwong Lee & Co.'a 
agents say that thore are 60 chinamen yet to 
be heard from. Several while men have suf- 
fered from burn*, but eo lar I huve not heard 
of anything fatal. 

Tbe steamer Victoria, which left Quesnelle 
on the 27tb, h»a nt.t yet airived, the smoke 
and fog being S'> dense she could not mako 
the trip and is tied up at Cornish Bar. The 
whole country to the north and east of us is 
apparently on fire. 

It is now defiui'ely known that the crop of 
cereals this y«ar will not average one third 
of that of last year. 

E. Toomey ki'lod a 14 month old coif 
which weighed, dressed, 550lbs. This is net 
regarded as much over the average here. 

' July 29th. 

The particulars of the burning of the ten 
Chinamen miners, referred to in the Cariboo 
Sgntmel are as neatly as possible as lollows : 

Thoy were working on a creek cajed 
Beaver Creek, and saw large fires in the vi- 
cinity. , Sh'orily alter noou tho fire had work- 
ed round to the front of a gully, thus cutting 
Ilia miners oil from the river ; ull ol a sud- 
den (caused, doubtless, by a sudden draft up 
the gully) they found tbe tire increase in 
volume and mukmg towards their claim v>ith 
fearful rupidiiv. Tbe whole company, 
amounting to 16, started up the creek for 
the dam, not over 50 or CO leet from where 
they were at work, bat 6 of the number 
reached tho water, the olbors fell victims. 
So great was the spaed of the devouring 
clement that in most of the caee? the cloth- 
ing covering the bodies formed a* sort of 
outer skin, parched, yet sticking 'o the flesbj 
in but a few cases is the flesh consumed at ull, 
and that only on the extremities. The 
bodies will probably roach Queaucllo in two 
or three daye. Those who were suved are 
suffering fearlully, in one cose life is despair- 
ed of. 

Considerable uneasiness was felt here till 
yesterday evening lest tho town and bridge 
at ibo Forks of Quesnelle had been destroyed; 
news, however, reached town yesterday that 
the fires bad not extended in that di-ection. 
At this place, duiing TufBiay afternoon last, 
the air waq completely darkened by ashes, 
jjwigs and leaves, brought from tho various 
fires in tbe vicinity. Persons arming Irom 
William Creek say that whero a view can 
be had of tbe sutrounding country, euc.h as 
Boyd's hill on Lightning, fires aro Been flam- 
ing up in every direction, and dense volumes 
of smoke ascend, darkening tho air md 
making it difficult to broaiha. The dark- 
ness spoken of as taking plicn on William 
Creek did not extend below Beaver Pum, 
nor was it as derma thore as at the crook. 
Herders of cattle on the mountains report 
the lowing and bellowing of the emtio and 
bleating ol sheep as tho great darkness came 
down as something piteous to liston to; in 
gome oases the-'oattlo stampeded from point 
to point head and tail erect, then stopping in 
solemn silenco looked imploringly upward, 
as if soliciting aid from above. In cues 
where the herdors attempted to follow thoy 
wero obliged to dismount and turn llieir borsna 
looso, tbe darkness making it dangerous to 
attempt to rido, and tho effect on tho horses 
was such as to render it almost impopsiblo 
to hold them. Men travelinu alono ou the 
mountain trails ore said to havo lain down, 
not daring to move a stop.

thus honoured. The Lady Lampson ia 
provided with all tbe late improved ap- 
pliances, such as patent windlasses, frames, 
wire rigging, etc. The cabin hatches, deok set- 
tees and handrails are all of teak. Tbe 
bark is commanded by dipt, Gaudin, well 
known to many of our readers as first officer 
of tbe Company's bark Prince of Wales. 
Tbe Ladv Lampson is a model of neatness, 
ber condition after a long sea voyage rsfiact- 
ing most favourably upon tbe captain and 
officers.

They both Htteni|ed npo ioto my bodroom, 
whon tho old Judy seeing mo look with some 
snrpiiie towards her husband, said : 

'• Thero's no offence meant, ma'am, by my 
husband coming with me into tho ohambor, 
he's stone blind !" 

'! Poor man 1" I excl/imed ; 't but why, 
then does ha not sit still ? Why does he 
accompany you ovfrywherc ?'■' 

(' It's no n«o, ma'am, your speaking to m v
